DELAY 

Has Lost the Chance to 
Take Porto Rico. 

Spain Asks For Peace and 
Throws Up The Sponge. 



Washington, July 26.— (Special.) — The 
Spanish government through M. Jules Oam- 
bon, the French ambassador, made yesterday- 
evening what might be called a formal pro- 
posal for ending the war and arranging terms 
of peace to the United States to-day. 

Mr. Cambon called personally on the 
President and the secretary of state and pre- 
sented a note authorized by the Spanish min- 
ister of foreign affairs, embodying the initial 
overtures of the government at Madrid. An 
hour after the interview ended the President 
directed that the following official statement 
should be given to the press: 

White House, 4:50 p. m.— The French 
ambassador, on behalf of the government of 
Spain, and by direction of the Spanish minis- 
ter for foreign affairs, presented to the Presi- 
dent this afternoon at the White House a 
message from the Spanish government look- 
ing to the termination of the war and settle- 
ment of the terms of peace." 

Although the proposition came in the na- 
ture of a surprise, the President has been 
aware since yesterday that something of the 
sort might be expected. The character of the 
Spanish proposal is unsatisfactory. The note 
is a brief affair. It does not propose any defi- 
nite terms, but merely asks the United 
States for a statement of the terms on which 
it will be willing to cease hostilities and ar- 
range a peaceful settlement with Spain. 

That the administration is gratified over 
the recognition by Madrid that further strug- 
gle is useless, there is no doubt; but this feel- 
ing of gratification is modified by disappoint- 
ment over Spain's failure to suggest terms, 
that might be acceptable instead of placing 
the United States in the awkward position 
of taking the first definite step. In other 
the overtures made by the enemy, 
ider Spain liable to the suspicion of at- 
tempting to force the hand of the United 
States in regard to their policy concerning 
the disposition of conquered territory. 

The President will reply to Spain's plea 
for peace in a few days, through the 
French ambassador.

The Spaniards were completel 
take by surprise. Almost at th 
time they knew of the approach of 
the army of invasion was the an- 
nouncement containing in the firing 
of a gun from the Gloucester de- 
manding that the Spaniards haul 
down their flag, which was floating 
from a flagstaff in front of a block- 
house standing to the east of the 
village. The first couple of three- 
pounders were fired into the hills 
right and left of the bay, purposely 
avoiding the town, lest the projec- 
tiles hurt women and children. 
The Gloucester then hove to within 
about (>t»0 yards of the shore and 
lowered a launch having on board 
a Colt rapid fire, gun and thirty men 
under the command of Lieut. Huse. 
w hich w as sent ashore w ithout en 
countering opposition. 

Ouartermaster Beck thereupon 
told Yoeman Lacy to haul down the 
Spanish flag, which was done, and 
they then raised on the flagstaff the 
fir*t United States flag to float over 
Porto Rican soil. Suddenly about 
thirty Spaniards opened fire ^ 
Mauser rifles on the American par- 
ty. Lieut. Husc and his men re- 
sponded with great gallantry, 
Colt gun doing effective work. 
Norman, who received Admiral Cer- 
vera's surrender, and Wood, a vol- 
unteer lieutenant, shared the hon- 
ors with Lieut Huse. 

Port of Quanicn. 
Guanica, the point of debarkation 
of the Porto Rican expedition 
forces, is a small town of 1,000 in- 
habitants on the southern coast of 
the island. On a rough calculation, 
it is less than twenty miles air line 
distant from Ponce and 65 miles 
from San Juan, against which the 
assault is to be directed. Guanica 
is about six miles south of Ya 
of which city it forms the port, and 
with which it is connected by a 
good road. The town is situated 
on a bay of the same name, which 
forms one of the best ports in the 
island. The banks to the r 
are steep, and form a good natural 
wharf. Three vessels can lie 
alongside and unload by mean! 
gang planks. Vessels of thirty- 
feet draught can enter the bay 
easily and proceed close inshore. 
The conspicuous advantage of this 
port, aside from its excellent har- 
bor facilities for the transports, is 
the utter absence of fortifications 
or mines. 

Almost immediately after the 
Spaniards fired on the Americans 
the Gloucester opened fire on the 
enemy with all her three and six- 
pounder- which could be- brought 
to bear, shelling the town and also 
dropping shells into the hills to the 
west of Guanica, where a number 
of Spanish cavalry were to be seen 
hastening to the spot where the 
Americans had landed. £ieut. 
Huse then threw up a little fort 
which he named Fort Wainwright. 
Four of the Spaniards were killed 
and no Americans hurt. The troupe 
wen pushed forward promptly in 
order to capture the railroad lead- 
ing to 1'oiue, which iu only ten 
miles east of this place.

AN INTERESTING DISCOVERY. 

Process for Disclosing the Elements ot 
the Atmosphere. 

Prof. Ramsay and Mr. Travers 
have recently made some interesting 
discoveries on the constituents of the 
atmosphere. Since the discovery of 
argon, it has been a question whether 
it was really an element. This was 
very difficult to settle, owing to the 
impossibility of employing any or- 
dinary chemical test, but Prof. Ram- 
say and Mr. Travers announced to the 
Royal society of London on June 1G 
the results of experiments which rrtiiy 
be summarized as follows: They pre- 
pared a large quantity of argon from 
atmospheric nitrogen, separating the 
latter gas by meaiis of magnesium, and 
having liquefied it by cooling it with 
liquid air, they then fractionally dis- 
tilled the product. The first portion, 
says the New York Sun, consisting of 
less than 100 cubic centimeters, dis- 
tilled off from the liquid obtained by 
condensing 18 liters of argon, was 
found to have a density of about 13 
instead of 20, which is that of argon, 
and its spectrum differed from that 
of known, gases. The yellow line was 
less refrangible than those character- 
istic of helium and crypton, being es- 
pecially prominent. 

On continuing the distillation, aft- 
er nearly the whole of the liquid' argon 
had been evaporated, a solid was ob- 
tained which only slowly volatilized. 
The gas into which thissolid was con- 
verted was found to be practically of 
the same density as anion, but its 
spectrum was altogether different and 
peculiar, consisting for the most part 
of bands, uot lir.es. 

It is proposed to call the lighter cle- 
ment neon, und that derived from tho 
sol ill nietargon. 

The further development of the in- 
vestigation is awaited with interest. 
The success of the experiments hither- 
to is regarded as a striking proof of 
the value of the new engine of re-, 
search which liquid air affords.
